Irksome Daily , one of the [men alleg­ 
ed to hav e 1 ad a hand in the Stamper 
White $20,000 green goods swindle, 
retnrnd to his home in Glenwood last 
night, after an absence of 
sev eral 
weeks. 
His coming back‘incited no end of 
talk among the denizens of that com­ 
mu nity . 
Some there were who nev er 
ex pected to see him again. 
Sev eral 
stories are now told why Daily re­ 
tu rned at this time, and while he 
cou ld not be seen by a representativ e 
of this paper today , a prominent Glen­ 
wood citizen giv es ou t the following 
story , which he claimed Daily told on 
his arriv al there. 
Last night while serv ices were being 
condu cted at the Methodist chu rch in 
Glenwood, and the congregation was 
engaged in singing an old hy mn, all 
were astonished to look u p and see Irk­ 
some Daily wiilking down the aisle. 
After serv ice?, it is said that he con­ 
fided to a friend the tru th of the en­ 
tire deal. 
It is said that Daily was in Lau rel 
last su mmer du ring a carniv al, and 
while there met a green goods worker. 
He fell in with him, it is said, and 
went against the game for $800. After 
losing his mou ey , he confronted the 
confidence roan, and say ing he was a 
poor man, declared he wou ld “ get 
ev en’’ or do something desperate. 
At 
that point, the “ bu nco steerer4 ” su g­ 
gested the scheme of defrau ding some 
of Daily ’s friends, by u sing* him as 


confederate. 
He painted a glowing 
pictu re of how easy it cou ld be done, 
and the v ast amou nt of money to be 
made in the bu siness 
It is said that Daily then met with 
Sheridan Dau benspeck and laid the 
proposition 
before 
him. 
Together 
they planned to work the deal off on 
some 
well to-do 
indiv idu al, 
and 
Stamper White was the man whom 
the cross mark of “ I t” was chalked 
u pon. 
The deal was su ccessfu lly carried 
ou t, according the best information 
to be gained. 
It is claimed by Daily , 
according to the word giv en ou t by his 
near friend, that Dau benspeck handled 
the money secu red from White. Daily 
left and was to meet him at a certain 
city in the Sou thwest. For ov er two 
weeks he waited there for Dau ben­ 
speck and his part of the Stamper 
White monby , hnt he waited in v ain, 
for Dau bempsck did not materialize, 
neither was Daily ’s 44div v y ” 
forth­ 
coming. 
Sad in heart and filled with 
remorse he retu rned fo his old home 
withou t his share of the money and 
with the censu re 
of 
many former 
friends u pon his heal. 
No sy mpathy is ex pressed for White, 
and by any it is thou ght the 'matter 
will soon fade into a bit of history to 
be u sed as an object lesson for the 
growing generation, althou gh White’s 
relativ es claim they intend to prose­ 
cu te the matter to the last ditch.

Heavy Lo ss at Kin g Statio n Fo llo wed 


An o n ymo u s Th reat. 
Princeton, Ind., Jan. 25.—King, lo­ 
cally known as Kings Station, a small 
town four miles south of h ere, was 
visited by a disastrous fire w'h ich 
swept th e h eart of th e town. Th e loss 
is estimated at $90,000 and is partly 
covered by insurance. 
Th e loss in­ 
cludes th e R. B. Moore flouring mill 
and elevator, with a large quantity of 
grain and flour, two residences, a 
blacksmith sh op, th e postoffice and 
contents, a paint sh op, an empty store 
building and eigh t Evansville & Terre 
Haute railroad freigh t cars, wh ich 
were on th e sidetrack near th e mill. 
Th e fire started in th e roof of th e 
mill, wh ich was a tall frame structure. 
A general alarm was sent out and 
scores of people gath ered on th e scene 
from th e town and surrounding coun­ 
try , but as th e town h as no water­ 
works, noth ing could be done to save 
th e mill from destruction. 
Fanned by th e h igh winds th e flames 
spread rapidly to th e oth er buildings, 
and all th at could be done was to re­ 
move some of th e contents to places of 
safety . 
Th e Moore Milling company is th e 
h eaviest loser, but th e loss is practi­ 
cally covered by insurance. 
Th e mill 
and mach inery were valued at $50,000, 
and th e mill .was one of th e largest of 
its kind in th is part of th e state. 
It 
employ ed twenty -flve men and wag 
kept running day and nigh t several 
month s in th e y ear. 
For several 
weeks, h owever, it h ad only been run­ 
ning during th e day . 
Th e company 
places th e loss on th e flour and grain 
at $30,000. 
Th e origin of th e fire is a my stery . 
It developed th is morning th at th e 
Moore Milling company h ad received 
an anony mous letter several month s 
ago stating th at unless a certain fam- ! 
ily at King received assistance some­ 
th ing serious migh t h appen. Wh eth er 
th is h ad any connection with th e fire 
last nigh t is not known, but it is being 
commented on by many of th e citizens. 


Pu t Ou t of Bu sin ess. 


Cleveland, Jan. 25.—A final decree 
h as been entered in th e suit of th e cut­ 
ters and^flatteners against th e Amal­ 
gamated Window Glass Workers of 
America, by Judge George L. Ph illips 
in common pleas court. Th e decision 
dissolves th e association of window 
glass workers, composed of th e vari­ 
ous workers employ ed in th e glass 
trade. Th e complete amalgamation of 
all th e workers into one association 
was consummated about six month s 
ago. 
Th e cutters and flatteners insisted 
upon being allowed to use mach inery 
in th eir work. Th is was forbidden by 
th e terms of th e by -laws of th e asso­ 
ciation. 
Mach ines are used most ex ­ 
tensively by th e so-called glass trust, 
wh ere th e bulk of th e glass workers 
are employ ed. Th e use of mach inery , 
it is said, was punish ed by ex pulsion 
from th e union. 
To be non-members 
meant practically no work. 
For th is 
reason th e cutters and flatteners en- 
deavored to h ave th is feature of th e 
by -laws ch anged. A long and tedious 
figh t between th e tw'o elements in th e 
union ensued, wh ich resulted in th e 
cutters and flatteners bringing suit to 
dissolve th e association, an apportion­ 
ment of th e funds of th e union and an 
injunction restraining th e union from 
interfering with th e use of mach inery 
and to restrain th e union from proh ib­ 
iting th e with drawal of th e cutters and 
flatteners from th e union and th e for­ 
mation of a separate organization. 
At th e close of th e decision A. L. 
Faulkner, president of th e association, 
refused to make any comments or to 
make any proph ecy as to th e future of 
th e workers so far as organization is 
concerned. On th e oth er h and it is ex ­ 
pected th at th e cutters and flatteners 
will become affiliated with anoth er or­ 
ganization wh ich h as not been active 
in recent y ears. Judge Ph illips scored 
th e association as being an illegal or­ 
ganization in restraint of employ ment, 
in fact a labor trust, and declared its 
contracts with th e oth er organizations 
absorbed by it were illegal, as were 
th e by -laws. Th e court was very par­ 
ticular, h owever, jto ex plain th at h e 
referred to th e glass workers alone 
and not to labor organizations in gen­ 
eral. He said labor organizations gen­ 
erally wrere a necessity and th at th e 
intent of th e law is to foster such or­ 
ganizations.
